Record rainfall floods Kansas City 


KANSAS CITY (AP) - Flash floods 
spawned by the heaviest recorded rainfall 
in the city’s history took a heavy toll in lives 
and caused millions of dollars in d»n«g« 
Monday night. 
Authorities said 15 persons were con­ 
firmed dead. Nine bodies were recovered In 
Kansas City, four others in south suburban 
areas and two in the eastern suburbs of Blue 
Springs in Independence. 
Officials said three more bodies ware 
recovered, but it was not determinsd im­ 


mediately whether their deaths were flood- 
related. 
A wall of water swept out of the banks of a 
normally lasy creek Monday night, floating 
cars through the streets of the Country Club 
Plasa, a plush shopping center area In the 
south part of the city and causing heavy 
damage to shops. 
Water reached as high as five feet in some 
stores in the Plasa, and police armed with 
rifles stood guard during the night to protect 
the shops from looters.

Water from the rampaging Blue River in 
the oast section of the city forced the evac­ 
uation of 500 mobile homes at the Heart of 
America Trailer Court and closed the 
General Motors auto assembly plant and 
other industries in the Loads district. 
More than 150 private boats were called 
into service early today to rescue persons 
stranded in their flooded homes and sub­ 
merged cars. 
The trailer court, located just west of the 
Truman Sports Complex, looked like a big 
lake this morning, with water halfcovering 
many of the mobile homes. 
“We were about the last people out of the 
trailer court became we had been watching 
for looters,” said Toby Johnson, who has 
lived in the park for 10 years. Many of the 
park residents waded into the water this 
morning to retrieve what they could of their 
valuables. 
“Police are checking for possible ad­ 
ditional deatha in the cars caught in the wall 


of water that swept Brush Creek, Ward 
Parkway and the Plasa shopping area,” 
said Frank H. Spink Jr., director of 
emergency preparedness for the city. 
Spink said the last major flood of con­ 
sequence in the Plasa area occurred in 1961, 
“but it was minor compared to this.” A 
flood in 1951 claimed six lives in the Kansas 
City area. 
“This time we had a six-foot wall of water 
roaring down Brush Creek above bankful, 
and it just swept up everything in its path, 
shoved it aside or rammed its way 
through." 
The National Weather Service said up to 
12 inches of rain fell in the 24-hour period 
ended at 1 a.m. today, the wettest day since 
the bureau started keeping records in 1889. 
The rain fell in two periods— about 5 
inches fell before dawn Monday and the 
remainder late Monday night. The two rain­ 
falls were separated by sunny skies Monday 
afternoon. 


The weather service had predicted a 
possibility of severe storms and issued flash 
flood warnings for Monday night early in 
the day. The weather service said the rain 
was triggered by a slow-moving low 
pressure system moving from eastern 
Kansas toward northwestern Missouri. 
In the suburb of Leawood, Kan., police 
discovred the bodies of a middle-aged man 
and a young child in a late-model Mercedes. 
The car was on its side snagged against a 
tree. A creek, usually so tame that it had no 
name, had roared out of its banks to engulf 
the car. 
Although the intensity of the storm had 
subsided somewhat by this morning, the 
National Weather Service was forecasting 
rain into the afternoon. 
The weather bureau said Monday was 
Kansas City’s wettest day since the bureau 
began keeping reocrds in 1889.

disrupted in parts of the two states. A South­ 
western Bell Telephone Co., spokesman 
said telephone service interruptions were 
caused generally by water seeping into 
underground cables. 
A spokesman for Kansas City Power A 
Light, Co., said service to more than 25,000 
customers hpd been knocked out by the 
flooding and high winds, and one substation 
was under water. It will be at least 48 hours 
before service is completely restored, 
according to the company. 
The flooding came on the second day of 
heavy rains as the water-soaked ground 
refused to absorb any more. Water began 
running down lawns and streets to form 
huge pools in low-lying areas. 
Numerous schools in the Kansas City area 
were closed today, and several businesses, 
including the Chevrolet 
plant in the 
southeast area of the city, were shut down.

Rig Labor’s relentless attack on state Right to Work 
laws was dealt another blow recently by an economic 
study showing that workers in the Right to Work states 
have more buying power than those in the highly- 
unionized “Snowbelt.” 
The study, by Chicago bank economist Alan Reynolds, 
is another slap in the face to union propagandists, who 
vainly try to explain away the phenomenal economic 
progress of Right to Work states. 
According to the study, workers in the supposedly 
poorer voluntary union states — the states which union 
bosses call “ Right to Work (For Less)” states — are far 
better off than their counterparts in most states per­ 
mitting compulsory unionism. 
“Our calculations indicate that real, after-tax incomes 
are 
now significantly lower in New York and 
Massachusetts, than in, say, Arkansas and Alabama,” 
Reynolds says in the “ First Chicago World Report.” 
Arkansas and Alabama are two of the 20 Right to Work 
states; New York and Massachusetts are not. 
Meanwhile, information compiled recently from U.S. 
Department of Labor studies by the National Right to 
Work 
Committee 
shows 
that 
unemployment 
is 
significantly higher in the compulsory union states, and 
that those states suffered a net loss of 726,400 
manufacturing jobs during the last decade. 
The Right to Work states, on the other hand, gained 
918,000 new manufacturing jobs during the same period. 
As far as we’re concerned, union officials only show 
their own ignorance and short sightedness when they 
attack Right to Work for economic reasons. They ad­ 
mitted as much several years ago in the AFL-Clt)’s 
monthly magazine, The Federationist, in an article in­ 
tended to discredit the economic gains made in the 
voluntary union states. The author of the article con­ 
cluded that “ There is little, if any, evidence to support 
the assumption that ‘work’ legislation has had any 
substantial effect on income standing.”

“ The basic reason for this being a fact is that where 
Right to Work laws exist and individual employees have 
a choice, the unions, through their elective and ap­ 
pointive officials, business agents and other represen­ 
tatives, have to get off their duffs and do a better job 
representing their members than is the case in a state.. 
. which does not have a Right to Work law, and the unions 
don’t have to produce results and satisfaction to their 
members to be able to voluntarily atttract their mem­ 
bership and financial support.”

On the Mississippi Mud

WASHINGTON - Com­ 
mercial 
growth 
has 
brought organized crime to 
Mississippi 
which 
was 
once relatively free of 
Mafia influence. But now 
big-time mobsters are be­ 
ginning to feed on the new 
prosperity. 
Mafia money from Flori­ 
da, for example, has gone 
into Mississippi’s vending 
machine industry, state in­ 
vestigators report. Mafia 
figures from New Orleans, 
according to FBI sources, 
also tried to take over the 
Heidelberg Hotel in Jack­ 
son. Only the alert action 
of the FBI prevented it. 
But the Mafia doesn’t 
have a comer on organized 
crime in Mississippi. The 
South has developed its 
own crime syndicate which 
state investigators have 
dubbed the Dixie Mafia." 
Unlike its Sicilian coun­ 
terpart, the Dixie Mafia is 
non-hierarchical, without 
dons and godfathers. It has 
its fingers in illegal activi­ 
ties throughout the South. 
Its gangster-members are 
particularly skilled at hi­ 
jacking trucks and fencing 
stolen goods. 
For a while, the Dallas 
Police 
Dept, 
sent 
out 
monthly bulletins on the 
gang’s activities. Missis­ 
sippi authorities became 
so alarmed, in turn, that 
they appealed to Washing­ 
ton for federal funds to 
combat the Dixie Mafia. 
An organized crime task 
force, operating out of the 
state attorney general’s 
v, 


office, hired a nationally- 
renowned 
undercover 
agent to infiltrate the Dixie 
Mafia. He is 330-pound 
Manfred Baron, alias "The 
Fat Man," who has oper­ 
ated on both sides of the 
law. In his time, he has 
been arrested for half-a- 
dozen 
crimes, 
ranging 
from larceny to attempted 
rape and has spent at least 
six years in the slammer. 
But more recently, the 
colorful Baron has risked 
his life to help lawmen 
break up notorious crime 
rings. He has helped to put 
murderers, safe crackers 
and organized crime fig­ 
ures 
behind 
bars. 
He 
asserts, no doubt truthful­ 
ly, that the underworld has 
issued contracts on his life. 
His assignment in Mis­ 
sissippi was to infiltrate 
the underworld and find 
out how the Dixie Mafia 
operates. This was almost 
certain to lead into the 
state’s 
political 
strong­ 
holds. For it’s a fundamen­ 
tal truth that gangsters 
need political protection to 
survive. 
"Organized crime can't 
exist," one top lawman told 
us, "without corruption at 
all levels of government." 
Another explained that the 
crime syndicate "thrives 
on (their) ability to neu­ 
tralize effective govern­ 
ment." 
Underworld 
sources confirmed, as one 
put it, that "Big Crime 
can’t flourish without poli­ 
ticians." 
The Fat Man, posing as 


an out-of-state gangster, 
began 
frequenting 
un­ 
derworld haunts on the 
Gulf Coast. He let it be 
known that he wanted to 
set up a vice operation in 
Mississippi and needed to 
arrange the right protec­ 
tion. 
He was directed to the 
Jackson offices of an as­ 
phalt paving contractor, 
named Leo Hall, who has 
been convicted of two felo­ 
nies. We have had access 
to Baron’s confidential re­ 
ports to the organized 
crime 
task 
force. 
A 
secretly recorded tape of 
his meeting with Hall is in 
the possession of the Mis­ 
sissippi attorney general’s 
office. Baron told Hall that 
he wanted to put 10 prosti­ 
tutes into circulation in the 
Jackson 
area. 
Hall 
replied: "You have come 
to the right place." 
Hall then arranged a 
meeting between Baron 
and Lt. John Moulder, the 
head of the Jackson Police 
Department's vice squad. 
Police officers, alerted by 
Baron, staked out the se­ 
cret 
meeting 
between 
Moulder, Hall and Baron. 
The police watched the 
three men come to the 
appointment. Baron was 
told it would cost *600 a 
week for the protection of 
his prostitutes, according 
to his confidential reports. 
Occasionally, some of his 
girls would be picked up 
and would have to pay 
small fines. But they would 
always be released. It was 
made clear that a share of 
the 
protection 
money 
would be paid to higher 
authorities. 
In an earlier column, we 
reported that Moulder had 
come under FBI investiga­ 
tion for allegedly coercing 
a young woman to submit 
to his sex demands. Confi­ 
dential FBI and police doc­ 
uments charge that, other­ 
wise, he threatened to 
serve some arrest war­ 
rants he was holding over 
her head. 


The vice squad lieuten­ 
ant warned, witnesses say, 
that he would blow the 
whistle on the higher-ups if 
he were prosecuted. Ap­ 
proximately two weeks af­ 
ter 
Moulder’s 
tape-re­ 
corded meeting with Baron 
and Hall, it so happened. 
Sen. James Eastland, D- 
Miss., intervened at the 
Justice 
Dept, 
in 
the 
Moulder sex case. Two top 
FBI inspectors were im­ 
mediately dispatched to 
Jackson to review the in­ 
vestigation 
of 
Moulder. 
They re-questioned all the 
witnesses and put the FBI 
agents in charge of the 
investigation through 
a 
hostile grilling. 
The effect was to take 
the wind out of the investi­ 
gation. One FBI official 
told us the Washington in­ 
tervention might be "con­ 
strued as obstruction of 
justice." 
There is no evidence that 
Eastland was aware of 
Moulder’s alleged involve­ 
ment 
in 
the 
political 
payoffs. To the best of our 
information, he contacted 
the Justice Dept, about the 
Moulder case at the urging 
of 
powerful 
political 
friendis in Mississippi. 
Meanwhile, 
Baron 
sought marked money to 
complete the pay-off to 
Hall, Moulder and his polit­ 
ical allies. The request was 
turned down. 
The sex 
charge against Moulder 
was also dropped. He re­ 
mains on the Jackson po­ 
lice force. 
Footnote: Leo Hall com­ 
pletely denies all Baron's 
allegations. Hall told us he 
never heard of Baron. 
Moulder 
acknowledges 
meeting Fred Baron, but 
denies that he made any 
deals with the undercover 
agent. Moulder says he 
told Baron to keep his 
prostitutes out of Jackson 
and claims he has never 
been involved in illegal 
activities with Hall.

TO MAKE AUDITS 
MORE CREDIBLE 
From Business W e* 
The beleaguered accountihg 
profession is about to fiat some 
badly needed advice on bow to 
deal with the public’s growing 
dUtrust of accountants and of 
the corporate statements they 
audit A panel headed by Manuel 
F. Cohen, former chairman of 
the Securiti» ft Exchange 
Commission, 
has 
developed 
some 40 recommendations for 
changing auditing and reporting 
procedures. 
It remain to be seen whether 
tiw panel’s specific recom­ 
mendations will answer the 
public’s complaint The com­ 
mission, 
for 
instance, 
has 
decided 
that 
the 
auditor’s 
traditional letter of opinion 
should be replaced by a com­ 
mentary on the corporation’s 
internal control system and the 
accounting methods it u s«. This 
would be valuable to skilled 
financial analysts, but the public 
would be likely to skip over it 
and take the figures at face 
value. 
The general prinriptes that 
the Cohen commtosion has laid 
down, however, put the spotlight 
on 
some 
of 
the 
major 
weakness» 
of 
present 
ac­ 
counting 
procedures. 
The 
auditors, the panel says, should 
be hired by the directors, not by 
the management They should 
take 
responsibility 
for 
detecting fraud, inntoad of in­ 
sisting that this is a job for the 
company itself. They should be 
careful not to cut corners or take 
anything 
for 
granted, even 
though this will maun running 
up the time charges. And the 
accounting profession, says the 
panel, must handle discipline 
cases with more speed and 1«» 
secrecy. 


These finding go to the heart 
of the problem In modern 
auditiing. Essentially, the ac­ 
countant sells »edibility when 
he puts Ida name on a statement. 
Neither the public nor 
the 
courts w 11 buy the idea the* he is 
only testifying to the adquacy of 
the accounting principles and 
the accuracy of the arithmetic. 
The auditor must do enough and 
charge enough to guarantee that 
a financial statement deserv« 
the trust he asks the public to 
give it.

responsible for getting Nixon out 
of office deserv« the best statue 
money can buy. 
The question is what kind of 
monument should it be? I have 
a few ideas. 
We could get the same 
sculptor who did the marines 
raising the Flag on Iwo Jima. 
But instead of marines we could 
have the five original Cuban 
burglars phis G. Gordon Liddy 
and Howard Hunt scrambling up 
the side of the Watergate 
building holding an electronic 
bug outstretched in their hands. 
Another idea would be to 
portray Martha Mitchell as the 
Statue of Lib»ty, raising the 
light (ff truth in her right hand 
while she’s standing with one 
foot on a dead GOP elephant 
Some people have suggested 
that Martha appear as Joan of 
Arc, tied to a stake, and at b » 
feet would be hundreds (ff yards 
of sound tape about to be sent up 
inflames. 
Still another idea would have 
Nixon sitting in a chair like 
Rodin’* “Thinker’’ brooding, 
while standing right behind him 
would be Martha whispering in 
his ear. The legend on the statue 
would read, “If you don’t tell 
them, I will." 
The obvious typo of statue, too 
obvious to do her justice, would 
show Martha in marble holding 
a telephone and laying, “ I know 
it’s three o’ dock in the morning 
but I have to speak to Helen 
Thomas.” 
A sculptor friend of mine 
thinks the monument should be 
a replica of “Dante’s Inferno” 
with all the characters of 
Watergate crawling over each 
otter’s backs, biting each otter, 
scratching someone rise’s eyes 
out, holding on to another 
person’s leg, pushing a friend 


down, and choking each other to 
escape the heat coining from a 
flame at the bottom of the 
statue. I pointed out that this 
would be ratter expensive to do, 
particularly with the price of 
gas. But he insisted the citizens 
of Pine Bluff would pay for it as 
tourists would come from all 
over just to see the work of art. 
A more simple suggestion for 
a memorial was made by an 
acquaintance who thought they 
should move the motel room 
from Newport Beach, Calif , 
where Martha was locked up so 
she wouldn't talk, right after 
John Mitchell was informed of 
Watergate.

“ Keep it simple,’’ a friend of 
the Fine Arts Committee 
warned me. “Put Martha on a 
horse with a sword in ter hand 
chopping off the heads of five or 
six men representing the 
Committee to Re-Elect the 
President.” 
A Frenchman suggested a 
statue of Martha knitting near a 
guillotine while the Made was 
about to fall on Richard Nixon’s 
neck. 
Someone else thought the 
memorial should be a fountain 
with Martha hoklng the spout 
and water dropping out every 10

Battling for higher gas prices 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Republicans and oil-state senators are 
trying a new tactic to allow higher gas prices after losing a 
committee bottle to free natural gas from price controls. 
They are supporting an amendment to gradually raise the 
maximum price for gas to 12.41 per thousand cubic feet. The 
amendment is due to be introduced today to President Carter’s 
netura 1-gas pricing plan. 
On Monday, the Senate Energy Committee stood by the ad­ 
ministration plan to raise the ceiling on gas shipped across state 
lines from $1.46 to 61.76 and rejected a rival plan to phase out the 
controls. 
Today, the committee is scheduled to vote on a proposal by 
Sens. Bennett Johnston, DLa., and Pete Domenid, RN M , to 
allow natural gas prices to rise from Carter’s ceiling of 61.75 to 
62.41 by 1961. 
After that, the price would be allowed to rise every six months 
with a floating ceiling price pegged to the equivalent average 
price for crude oil sales.

Bell lawyers will try to 
Overturn jury’s verdict

SAN ANTONIO, Tax. (AP) - 
Lawyers for Southwestern Bell 
Telephone Co., prepared today 
for a legal assault on a Jury’s 
verdict that the company slan­ 
dered two of its former top 
Texas executives and should 
pay damages totaling 63 mil­ 
lion. 
The state court Jury made 
the finding Monday in a com­ 
plicated 35-part verdict in a 
suit brought nearly three years 
ago by fired Bell executive 
James H. Ashley and the fami­ 
ly of T. O. Gravitt. 
The Jury found that an inter­ 
nal Bell investigation in 1974 
slandered Ashley and Gravitt 
and said the company should 
be ordered by a Judge to pay 
Ashley 61.5 Million and a like 
amount to Gravitt’s widow. 
Gravitt was making $80,000 
annually as the top Bell execu­ 
tive in Texas when he com­ 
mitted suicide at his Dallas 
home Oct. 17,1974, in the midst 
of the company probe. 


The jury found that slander, 
resulting from the probe, was a 
“proximate cause” of insanity 
that led Gravitt to kill himself. 


At the same time, however, 
the jury also found that Gravitt 
defrauded the telephone com­ 
pany of $1,771 by filing false ex­ 
pense vouchers as alleged by 
Bell in a counterclaim in the 
suit. 


The plaintiffs originally had 
sought $29 million in the suit, 
filed Nov. 15, 1974. 
The jury cleared Bril co-de­ 
fendant American Telephone 
and Telegraph Corp., of any 
wrongdoing in the case. 
C. L. Todd, the highest BeU 
official in San Antonio, said in 
a statement the company was 
“disappointed in the jury’s de­ 
cision, simply because we don’t 
feel it was based on any pre­ 
ponderance of evidence.” 
The verdict came on a 10-2 
vote, the minimum margin re­ 
quired by Texas law for a deci­ 
sion in a civil case. 
Todd said the company felt 
the decision "was based more 
on emotion than anything else.” 
He called the decision “a mis­ 
carriage of justice.” 
He said BeU lawyers wUl ask 
District Judge Peter Michael 
Curry this week to enter a 
judgment notwithstanding the 
verdict in favor of the tele­ 
phone company. 


m e effect of such a judg­ 
ment, if issued, would be to 
overturn the jury’s decision. 


“If turned down, we will ap­ 
peal to the Court of Civil Ap­ 
peals and if necessary to the 
Texas Supreme Court and even 
to the U.S. Supreme Court if a 
constitutional question is in­ 
volved,” Todd said. 
Southwestern Bell is the larg­ 


est component of the far-flung 
Bell System, and Texas repre­ 
sents more than half of South­ 
western Bell’s business. 
The jury found that slander 
occurred when BeU investiga­ 
tors quizzed employes about the 
sexual conduct and outside fi­ 
nancial dealings of Ashley and 
Gravitt. 
BeU officials testified in the 
trial that the probe began as a 
result of rumors of sexual mis­ 
conduct among San Antonio- 
area BeU employes, including 
Ashley. 
The 
company 
said 
Gravitt was not investigated 
untU after his death. 
One of the reasons given Ash­ 
ley for his suspension and sub­ 
sequent dismissal was alleged 
sexual misconduct with female 
subordinate employes. 
Jurors had to consider testi­ 
mony from nearly 100 witnesses 
and the effect of nearly 200 ex­ 
hibits which were presented 
during four weeks of testimony 
in the trial that began Aug. 8. 
It took the 10-man, 2-woman 
jury two and one-half days to 
reach its verdict. 
Ashley, who has turned to 
real estate since losing his $55,- 
000-a-year telephone company 
job in San Antonio nearly three 
years ago, said the verdict “re­ 
news my faith in the judicial 
system.”

Solar electricity rated 
feasible within 5 years 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Elec­ 
tricity generated from sunlight 
can be made cheap enough for 
widespread 
use 
within 
five 
years if the government begins 
buying solar plants in large 
numbers, says a federal agen­ 
cy. 
The Federal Energy Adminis­ 
tration says the cost of solar 
power for many everyday uses 
could be brought down if the

Such a move would mean 
mass production of solar power 
cells in place of today’s hand­

firm says in a report to the 
FEA. 
A preliminary version of the 
report went largely unnoticed 
when it was released July 20. 
An FEA expert who declined 
to be identified said Thursday 
the agency will issue its final 
report within several weeks. He 
said the draft version is being 
reviewed and its 
basic con­ 
clusions are expected to stand. 
The report, by a suburban 
Washington company, is raising 
the hopes of solar enthusiasts, 
such as ecologist Barry Com­ 
moner, that the world may be 
on the verge of a clean, safe 
and virtually everlasting new 
source of energy

estimates

government spending of $440 
million on solar plants over five 


years could cut the cost of the 
power cells from the present 
$15.50 per watt of peak gener­ 
ating capacity to 75 cents or 
less.

If ail metropolitan 
pmes are staged in the same haphazard fashion, think I'd find 
something else to do on Friday night, too. 
We don’t intend to put down the facilities at Ferguson Junior 
High, Aquinas’ home field.

Metro 
schools do a lot of field sharing, and few have one on their high 
school campus. Those factors certainly made the spectators 
enjoyment of the game a ghost of what it could have been.

U.S. expected to announce 
grain acreage curbs 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pros­ 
pects of another record corn 
crop have increased the odds 
that the government soon will 
announce acreage curbs on 1978 
feed grain production, says Ag­ 
riculture Secretary Bob Ber- 
gland. 
The Agriculture Department 
said Monday that 1977 corn pro­ 
duction — with livestock feed 
the major key to consumer sup­ 
plies of meat, milk and poultry 
products in the coming year — 
is estimated at 6.23 billion 
bushels, slightly more than the 
record harvest of 1976. 
If realized, this fall’s corn 
harvest will set records for the 
third year in a row. The 1976 
crop was 6.22 billion bushels, 
and the 1975 harvest was 5.8 
billion. 


“Had the report shown any 
material decline in the prob­ 
able production of feed grains, 
then it would have reduced the 
odds (of acreage curbs),” Ber- 
gland told a reporter after the 
new estimate was issued. 
Bergland, however, did not 
say flatly that a feed grains 
control program — including 
sorghum, oats and barley in ad­ 
dition 
to corn — will be 
adopted. 
“But we’ll make that decision 
before the first of October," he 
said. Earlier there had been 
some question that a feed 
grains acreage decision would 
be put off until after the next 
crop report on Oct. 12. 
Bergland said the larger corn 
estimate, up 2 per cent or 137 
million bushels from the August 


forecast of 6.09 billion bushels, 
was “no surprise” and that it 
confirmed “what most people 
had expected” following wide­ 
spread rains last month. 
Two weeks ago officials an­ 
nounced plans to require wheat 
farmers to cut 1978 plantings 20 
per cent to qualify for federal 
price support benefits and in­ 
dicated that a 10 per cent cut 
was in the works for feed 
grains if the September esti­ 
mate continued to indicate a 
bumper crop. 
The department’s Crop Re­ 
porting Board also Monday es­ 
timated total wheaft production 
at 2.03 billion bushels, down 
from 2.04 billion indicated in 
August. But the 1977 wheat har­ 
vest still is the third largest on 
record, exceeded only by the 


1976 and 1975 harvests. 
The report showed the soy­ 
bean crop at a record of more 
than 1.64 billion bushels, up 30 
per cent from last year and 
about 42 million bushels more 
than had been forecast in April. 
Total feed grain production 
this year was indicated at 196 
million metric tons, up 3 per 
cenT from 192.6 million tons 
last year. 


Food grain production — in­ 
cluding wheat, rye and rice — 
was estimated at 60 million 
tons, compared with 64.2 mil­ 
lion tons in 1976. A metric ton 
is 2,205 pounds. 
The cotton crop was esti­ 
mated at 13.2 million bales, up 
25 per cent from 10.6 million in 
1976.

Southeast

State University will display 
throughout October a collection 
of Egyptian artifacts which are, 
for moat part, Soo years cider 
than the artifacts from King 
Tut’s tomb which are currently 
on tour in the country. 
Indeed, the existence of King 
Tut’s tomb was not even known 
until 15 years aft«-the discovery 


of the artifacts to be displayed at 
Southeast Missouri State, ac­ 
cording to Bill Needle, who has 
spent more than a year 
researching both the collection 
and the man who originally 
owned it, James TeackieDennis 
of Baltimore, Md. 
Needle is chairman of the 
Department of Art at Southeast 
Missouri State and an expert in 
ancient Egyptian art, and he 


adds, “Some of the items in 
the exhibit are better than 
anything which can be found in 
Egypt.” 
The exhibit is entitled ‘Hie 
Dennis Collection of Egyptian 
Antiquities” and is on loan from 
the Malden Historical Musuem, 
which it landed some yean ago 
and where not very much was 
known about it until Needle 
came along. 
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In fact, Needle did not know 
much about it until he undertook 
independent research in Egypt 
during the aummer of 1979 and 
spent months afterward fim- 
ming in the—psas much as 
possible. 
And that is why, Needle said, 
he is describing theforthcomlng 
exhibit at theSoutheaet Missouri 
State University Museum as the 
“first public showing (of the 
collectionlwith 
documen­ 
tation.” 
The 
art 
professor 
has 
documented that most of the 
items in the Dennis collection 
date from the tlth dynasty 
(about 2,000 B.C.) through the 
18th dynasty (1500 B.C.) and 
that most of them were collected 
by Dennis between 1906 and 1907 
while he was affiliated with the 
Egypt Exploration Fund as a 
photographer and decipherer of 
hieroglyphs. 
Furthermore, 
Needle 
has 
determined that the 51 items 
were taken primarily on the 
excavation sites at Deir-El- 
Bahari which, he said, is “just 
over the hill from the Valley oi 
the Kings, site of King Tut’s 
tomb.” 
Included in the exhibit are 
scarabs (the ancient Egyptian 
counterpart of a good luck 
charm); small statutes made of 
ceramics, stone, bronze, and 
metal; alabaster bowls and 
vases; and necklaces made of 
stone beads and ceramic beads. 
There is a seal, the ancient 
Egyptians’ equivalent of the 
devices used today by Notary 
Publics and others; one red 
earthenware vase from 2,000 
B.C. with an image of a goddess 
on the front; one painted wall 
fragment from the Valley of the 
Kings; and one jade necklace, 
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which, Needle sakl, is one of the 
moot beautiful, and perhaps 
rarest, pieces of jewelry in the 
dtepfey- 
Thirty—one of the piece« in 
the coBection are small In rise, 
but not necessarily in im­ 
portance, according to Needle. 
“One of the reasons these are 
important la that we know where 
they came from,” said Needle. 
“The finds were carefully 
documented and some were 
taken from the body of the 
pharaoh 
after opening 
his 


Dennis, according to Needle, 
was in on the discovery of the 
tomb of Pharaoh Mcntu—Hotep 
III. “At the time of the 
discovery, it was the remains of 
the oUmt Egyptian pharaoh 
known at that time. That’s why 
it is important.” 
Needle continued, “The ob­ 
jects we hove were done at the 
beginning of Egypt’s greatest 
period 
of 
art 
and 
jewelry—making. King Tut’s 
were at the end of the period.” 
Among the small items in the 
collection are the scarabs. 
About the size of a fingernail, 
a scarab it a likeness of a beetle 
which the Egyptians considered 
sacred, Needle said. In ancient 
Egypt there were many or­ 
dinary scarabs. 
But, 
Needle added, his 
research has turned up evidence 
that many of die scarabs in the 
Dennis Collection were taken 
directly from the bodies of in­ 
dividual pharaohs and queens 
and bear their names. “It is 
believed therefore,” he said, 
that they belonged to royalty. 
That’s why they’re important. 
They weren’t among the junk 
ones.” 
Among the scarabs to be 
exhibited are some which have 
no inscription. These are heart 
scarabs, placed on the bodies of 
royalty to (»ring them good hick 
in the hereafter, Needle said. 
One of the royal scarabs in the 
Dennis collection bears the 
inscription “Sehotepab Ra” and 
is made of obsidian, a dark 
glass. Needle has discovered 
that

piece,

was described by an early 20th 
century 
Egyptian 
historian 
as one of the finest scarabs from 
the 13th dynasty in all of 
Egyptian history.”

Needle found four photographs 
taken by Dennis at the ex­ 
cavation site* which have never 
been reproduced as well as a 
number of Dennis photographs 
which appeared in various 
volumes on archaeology. Thirty 
of the Dennis photos, along with 
pictures of the same sites made 
by Needle during his study in 
Egypt in the summer of 1976, 
will also be displayed at the 
university museum as a sup­ 
plement to the Dennis collection.

KANSAS CITY (AP) — Flash floods 
spawned by the heaviest recorded rainfall 
In the city s history took a heavy toll In lives 
and caused millions of dollars In damage 
Monday night 
Authorities said 15 persons were con­ 
firmed dead. Nine bodies were recovered In 
Kansas City, four others in south suburban 
areas and two in the eastern suburbs of Blue 
Springs in Independence. 
Officials said three more bodies were 
recovered, but it was not determined Im­ 


mediately whether their deaths were flood- 
related. 
A wall of water swept out of the banks of a 
normally lazy creek Monday night, floating 
cars through the streets of the Country Club 
Plaza, a plush shopping center area in the 
south part of the city and causing heavy 
damage to shops. 
Water reached as high as five feet in some 
stores in the Plaza, and police armed with 
rifles stood guard during the night to protect 
the shops from looters. 


Water from the rampaging Blue River in 
the east section of the city forced the evac­ 
uation of 500 mobile homes at the Heart of 
America Trailer Court and closed the 
General Motors auto assembly plant and 
other Industries in the Leeds district. 
More than 150 private boats were called 
into service early today to rescue persons 
stranded in their flooded homes and sub­ 
merged cars. 
The trailer court, located Just west of the 
Truman Sports Complex, looked like a big 
lake this morning, with water halfcovering 
many of the mobile homes. 
“We were about the last people out of the 
trailer court because we had been watching 
for looters,” said Toby Johnson, who has 
lived in the park for 10 years. Many of the 
park residents waded into the water this 
morning to retrieve what they could of their 
valuables. 
“Police are checking for possible ad­ 
ditional deaths in the cars caught in the wall 


of water that swept Brush Creek, Ward 
Parkway and the Plaza shopping area,” 
said Frank H. Spink Jr., director of 
emergency preparedness for the city. 
Spink said the last major flood of con­ 
sequence in the Plaza area occurred in 1061, 
“but it was minor compared to this ” A 
flood in 1951 claimed six lives in the Kansas 
City area. 
“This time we had a six-foot wall of water 
roaring down Brush Creek above bankful, 
and it Just swept up everything in its path, 
shoved it aside or rammed its way 
through." 
The National Weather Service said up to 
12 inches of rain fell in the 24-hour period 
ended at l a.m. today, the wettest day since 
the bureau started keeping records in 1880 
The rain fell in two periods— about 5 
inches fell before dawn Monday and the 
remainder late Monday night. The two rain­ 
falls were separated by sunny skies Monday 
afternoon. 


The weather service had predicted a 
possibility of severe storms and issued flash 
flood warnings for Monday night early in 
the day. The weather service said the rain 
was triggered by a slow-moving low 
pressure system moving from eastern 
Kansas toward northwestern Missouri. 
In the suburb of Leawood. Kan., police 
discovred the bodies of a middle-aged man 
and a young child in a late-model Mercedes 
The car was on its side snagged against a 
tree. A creek, usually so tame that it had no 
name, had roared out of its banks to engulf 
the car 
Although the intensity of the storm had 
subsided somewhat by this morning, the 
National Weather Service was forecasting 
rain into the afternoon 
The weather bureau said Monday was 
Kansas City's wettest day since the bureau 
began keeping reocrds in 1889 
The savage downpours also caused power 
outages, 
and 
telephone 
service 
was 


disrupted in parts of the two states A South­ 
western Bell Telephone Co., spokesman 
said telephone service interruptions were 
caused generally by water seeping into 
underground cables 
A spokesman for Kansas City Power 6i 
Light, Co., said service to more than 25,000 
customers had been knocked out by the 
flooding and high winds, and one substation 
was under water. It will be at least 48 hours 
before service is completely restored, 
according to the company. 
The flooding came on the second day of 
heavy rains as the water-soaked ground 
refused to absorb any more Water began 
running down lawns and streets to form 
huge pools in low-lying areas

MORE CREDIBLE 
From Easiness Week 
The 
beleaguered accounting 
profession is about to get some 
badly needed advice on how to 
deal with the public’s growing 
distrust of accountants and of 
the corporate statements they 
audit A panel headed by Manuel 
F. Cohen, former chairman of 
the 
Securities 
It 
Exchange 
Commission, 
has 
developed 
some 40 recommendations for 
changing auditing and reporting 
procedures 
It remains to be seen whether

panel's

mendations will answer the 
public’s complaint. The com­

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SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (AP) - 
Lawyers for Southwestern Bell 
Telephone Co., prepared today 
for a legal assault on a Jury's 
verdict that the company slan­ 
dered two of its former top 
Texas executives and should 
pay damages totaling 93 mil­ 
lion. 
The state court Jury made 
the finding Monday in a com­ 
plicated 35-part verdict In a 
suit brought nearly three years 
ago by fired Bell executive 
James H. Ashley and the fami­ 
ly of T. O. Gravitt. 
The jury found that an inter­ 
nal Bell investigation in 1974 
slandered Ashley and Gravitt 
and said the company should 
be ordered by a judge to pay 
Ashley $1.5 Million and a like 
amount to Gravitt’s widow. 
Gravitt was making $80,000 
annually as the top Bell execu­ 
tive in Texas when he com­ 
mitted suicide at his Dallas 
home Oct. 17, 1974, in the midst 
of the company probe. 


The jury found that slander, 
resulting from the probe, was a 
"proximate cause’’ of insanity 
that led Gravitt to kill himself. 


At the same time, however, 
the jury also found that Gravitt 
defrauded the telephone com­ 
pany of $1,771 by filing false ex­ 
pense vouchers as alleged by 
Bell in a counterclaim in the 
suit. 


The plaintiffs originally had 
sought $29 million in the suit, 
filed Nov. 15, 1974. 
The jury cleared Bell co-de­ 
fendant American Telephone 
and Telegraph Corp., of any 
wrongdoing in the case. 
C L. Todd, the highest Bell 
official in San Antonio, said in 
a statement the company was 
“disappointed in the jury’s de­ 
cision, simply because we don’t 
feel it was based on any pre­ 
ponderance of evidence.”

and the man who originally 
owned it, James TeackleDennis 
of Baltimore. Md. 
Needle is chairman of the 
Department of Art at Southeast 
Missouri State and an expert in 
ancient Egyptian art, and he 


adds. "Some of the items in 
the exhibit are better than 
anything which can be found in 
Egypt ” 
The exhibit is entitled “ The 
Dennis Collection of Egyptian 
Antiquities" and is on loan from 
the Malden Historical Musuem, 
which it landed some years ago 
and where not very much was 
known about it until Needle 
came along.

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In fact, Needle did not know 
much about it until he undertook 
independent research in Egypt 
during the summer of 1976 and 
spent months afterward fim- 
ming in the gape as much as 
possible. 
And that is why, Needle said, 
he is describing theforthcoming 
exhibit at the Southeast Missouri 
State University Museum as the 
“ first public showing (of the

stone beads and ceramic beads. 
There is a seal, the ancient 
Egyptians 
equivalent of the 
devices used today by Notary 
Publics and others; one red 
earthenware vase from 2,000 
B C. with an image of a goddess 
on the front; one painted wall 
fragment from the Valley of the 
Kings, and one jade necklace. 
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which, Needle said, is one of the 
most beautiful, and perhaps 
rarest, pieces of jewelry in the 
display.
